| The former Grand Dragon of 
the Ku Kiux Klan in Indiana was 
paroled last March 23 from. the 


‘Michigan City state prison, where 


he was sentenced 25 years ago to 
a life term. He .was convicted of 
first degree murder in the poison 
death of Madge Oberholtzer, pret-_ 
ty. young statehouse stenographer. 

Gov. Schricker cut short his 
sentence at the recommendation 
of the State Clemency Commis- 
sion. The Governor said Stephen- 
son had “paid his best to so- 
ciety.” 

The Governor said a general 
alarm has gone out for Stephen- 
sons arrest. 

“When he comes back now he 
will stay there (state prison) as 
far as this office is concerned,” 
the Governor told a special press 
conference.

In his more than 
two score attempts to gain his 
freedom, Stephenson contended he 
was a political prisoner and that 
his conviction at Noblesville, Ind., 
was a “political frameup.” 

Stephenson was charged with 
forcing Miss Oberholtzer to ac- 
company him to Hammond, Ind. 
The state charged Stephenson 
mistreated Miss Oberholtzer and 
that she then took poison. The 
raurder charge was based on the 
contention that Stephenson with- 
held medical attention from her 
while she was being kept a vir- 
tual prisoner at his home in In- 
dianapolis. She died several days

To Stump Mumps 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 25—(AP)—Development of com-. 
mercial vaccine against mumps was announced Monday. 

The announcement was made in Washington by the Na- 
tional Institute of Health (NIH) where research leading to. 
the development was first done; and in Pearl River, N. Y. by 
Lederle laboratories which produced the vaccine for com- 


mercial distribution. 

Dr. Karl Habel, of NIH, said 
the commercial product, like its 
laboratory predecessor, was made 
from virus grown in hatchirg 
hen's eggs and then rendered in- 
capable of producing active infec- 
tion. 

He said that limited humen 
trials showed that his own labora- 
tory vaccine, while “not 1060 per- 
cent protective.” appears to give 
a threefold reduction of mumps 


cases among vaccinated people, as’ 


compared with those not vacci- 
nated, 


The commercial product was ae- 
veloped by Dr. Victor Cabasso, of 
the Lederie laboratories 


The Lederle announcement said 
its “effective” vaccine is “designed 
primarily for the immunization 
(protection) of large groups of 
children or adults, housed to- 
gether in cione quarters, as in 
schools, camps, institutions or 
military installations, where 
mass outbreak of mumps would 
cause serious inconvenience.” 


"It is therefore not recom- 
mended,” the announcement said 
“for routine use in the prevention 
of mumps in childhood, inasmuch 
asx it confers immunity fer only 
about one year and arinual revgcci- 
mation is necessary.” 


The Lederle announcement also 
gaid that 1,600 persons “were suc- 
cessfully immunized” with the 
vaccine in preliminary tests held 
in co-operation with the New 
York State Board of Health 

NIH doctors said thes 
preted this to mean that the 1,600 
individuals developed “antibodies” 
~—nature’s own germ fighters—in 
their bodies after vaccination. The 
presence of such 
they said, would not necessarily 
mean protection against an active 
infection of mumps.

Such a commitment might obli- 
gate the United States to fight a 
general war against the Soviet 
Union or Communist China, if 
either of these countries should 
occupy North Korea, and for the 
time being, at least, official Wash- 
ington is not prepared to obligate 
itself to achieve this objective at 
anv cost. 

There is apparentiv§ general 
agreement among United States 
and top UN officials on the policy 
that should be followed on the as- 
sumption that Soviet Russia and 
Communist China do not inter- 
vene directly. 

Under this policy, 
Nations forces would be author- 
ized to carry their military cam- 
paign north of the 38th parallel 
unless the North Koreans accept 
the following conditions 


1. Cease fire. 
2. Hand over their arms to the 
‘United Nations authorities. 


3. Aceept the authority of the.

United Nations until such time as 


a free and independent govern- 
iment of all of Korea can be elect- 
ed under the supervision of UN 
officials. 

Previous. resolutions 

|United Nations General Assembly 
‘in 1947, 1948, 1949 and 1950 have 
laid down the principles under 
‘which a free and independent 
government of all Korea should be 
‘elected and treated by all other 
nations. The feeling among top 
UN officials is that the present 
‘General Assembly should be guid- 
ed by the principles and objectives 
‘laid down in these previous pro- 
inouncements on Korea. 
+ The resolutions passed by the 
|'UN Security Council after the out- 
‘break of the Korean war estab- 
lished two different objectjves for 
ending the conflict. The first 
called upon members to help in 
getting the North Koreans to cease 
fire and withdraw behind the 38th 
paraltel. 

The second called on them for 
‘assistance which would 
iinternational peace’—not merely 
| the 38th parallel—but 
“the area” of Korea. 
high in the UN, nor in 
S. Government for that 
matter, is going to be satisfied 
merely to drive the North Korean 
Army north of the 38th parallel. 
It is recognized here that if the 
net effect of UN Intervention 
against an aggressor was merely 
to leave Korea divided and nearly 
devastated, the prestige of the UN, 
despite its military victory, would 
not be very high.

Let’s Stay Awake This Time 


The signs so far bear out reports that 
Russia has decided—or is on the verge of 
deciding—to write off South Korea as an 
incident of little consequence. 

If that be true, the dangerous period for 
this country will be after the Korean con- 
flict has been won. There will be cries 
from many quarters to cut down on arms 
spending, eliminate controls and get back 
to a peacetime basis. 

It is that very impatience—encouraged 
by the Communists with all the propa- 
ganda at their dis which led to pre- 
mature demobilization after World War II. 
Then the cry was, “Bring the boys home.” 
Congressmen, fearing political repercus- 
sions, brought pressure on the military to 
do just that. The result was that the fin- 
est war machine in the world deteriorated 
quickly. The process was helped along by 
a program of false economy which cut our 
stréngth further. 


We ought to make certain we are not 
lulled into any similar move if a Russian 
phony peace offensive should brighten the 
outlook after Korea. 

Right now Soviet Foreign Minister An- 
drei Vishinsky is going out of his way to 
be—for a Russian—affable and conciliatory. 
There has been a notable lessening of So- 
viet denunciation at the United Nations 
meeting. 


Russian “peace offensives” always are 
om, out to further the end of aggression 
y imparting hope of a real peace to the 
democratic countries. By this time we 
ought to know that ‘actually the Russians 
respect nothing but force. To prevent 
aggression we must be prepared to de- 
feat it. 
The present news from Korea is good. 
If Russia or Communist China do not com-

Truck Routes 


Will Speed Traffic 


Atlantans welcome the study ordered 
by the City Planning Commissien looking 
to establishment of special routes for use 
of heavy trucks. .

Truck routes certainly imply no dis- 
crimination against truckers but merely 
provide the best way for them to follow 
over roads and streets capable of bearing 
the burden and with least interference 
with other traffic.

The study ought to be completed in as 
short a time as possible and the routes 
established without delay. We believe the 
trucking people will welcome the change 
with as much enthusiasm as automobile 
drivers.

Tactical Air Arm 
For the Army 


Our Government has apologized to 
Great Britain for the accidental firing on 
British troops in Korea by Air Force planes, 
inflicting 150 casualties in a few minutes. 

Accidents such as this are bound to 
happen from time to time unless the Army 
is provided with its own tactical air force 
which it can train to work in close support 
of its own troops. So far the Pentagon has 
emphasized strategic bombing to the exclu- 
sion of tactical aviation. Strategic bomb- 
ing is, of course, necessary, but men trained 
in it and the planes useful to it are not 


_ plicate the situation, the prospects 


are for 
a continued, winning offensive by United 
Nations troops. 

But that news does not mean there can 
be any letup in our defense efforts. We 
must continue to rearm at tgp speed, and 
persuade our friends in Europe to do like- 
wise, against the day whien Russia decides 
it is time to march. We are not engaged 
in any temporary feud with Russia. Korea 
was but a warning—and most probably a 
very lucky one at that. 

Secretary of Commerce Sawyer ex- 
pressed what is hoped will be the view of 
the Administration and the Congress when 
he said Sunday that the offensive in Korea 
will not, ease the pressure at home. Con- 
trols not only must be kept, but they must 
be extended. By so doing this country can 
maintain the highest standard of living in 
the world and still finance an unprece- 
dented armament program, 

The free world is badly under strength. 
Western Europe, which is still the primary 
goal of the Kremlin, could be overrun in a 
matter of days. If we relax our efforts the 
friendw countries thete will relax theirs, 
not only because we furnish the spark of 
leadership, but because it is up to.us also 
to supply a good portion of the materiel. 
If we lose Western Europe, a gaping hole 
will be torn in Western civilization. It is 
doubtful that our liberties could survive. 
It is certain our standard of living could 
not. . 

We must guard against being put to 
sleep again by Russian talk of peace. Mos- 
cow turns such talk on or off at will, but 
Soviet ambitions to dominate the world 
never waver. We must, somehow, trans- 
late into long-term determination the quick 
enthusiasm which supported intervention 
in Korea. * Let’s stay awake this time.

In an organization as large as the Army 
it might not be possible to give pilots in- 
fantry training. But a tactical air arm of 
its own would enable the Army to co- 
ordinate air and ground blows so as to 
reduce, if not eliminate, the danger of more 
accidents of the sort that have sent an 
embarrassed apology to Great- Britain.

Marvin Griffin is advocating ear- 

marking gasgline funds for highway building. 

ou" Political Leader Roy Harris doesn’t like the idea 

of tying this money down in the State Constitution. But both of 

these leaders, writing in their papers, are agreed on this im- 

portant thought: The State of Georgia should be spending twice 
what it now is spending on highways. 


Both Griffin and Harris, who were Arnall supporters during 
most of the Arnall administration, discuss the highway program 
during this particular period in State history. With a war on 
and materials frozen, the State couldn’t carry on a road building 
program. So Gov. Arnall transferred money which normally 
would have gone into road building over to schools—and other 
State services—but primarily he used this money to pay the 
State completely out of debt. Other States, which froze the .gaso- 
line tax for road, building purposes, built up a surplus in the 
State Treasury. This surplus was used to launch a multimillion- 
dollar road improvement program in the postwar period. 

Harris said the policy seemed a good idea to

him at the time, but now he has reached the 
conclusion that it would have been better to have left some of 
the State debt standing and resurfaced the roads. Georgia could 
have gotten materials under the government regulations for re- 
pairing and resurfacing our highways. To have done this even 
at the cost of not paying off the entire State debt would have 
saved us a lot of money and would have given us the benefit of 
a lot of good roads in Georgia today. 


Griffin says he favors earmarking the gasoline taxes for the 
very reason that some oppose it—that is, the fact that another 
war would prevent road construction and the department would 
accumulate, funds which other agencies couldn’t touch. He noted 
that vehicles beat Georgia’s roads to pieces during the war years, 
while Gov. Arnall diverted gas tax to other services. Then in 
the postwar period when cement and materials were available, 
Georgia had no money to buy them. The highways would be 
much better today had Georgia laid aside $100,000,000 surplus 
during the war, he points out. 


The Lieutenant-Governor and Mr. Harris obviously are correct 
in their citation of the wartime neglect being a major reason for 
Georgia’s bad roads. We wonder, though, if it isn’t all for the 
best? Georgia never had a system of good roads even before the 
war. Plagued with a heavy debt for years, the citizens breathed 
a sigh of relief when the gas tax money was used to pay them 
free—and they rushed to the polls to write a provision in their 
Constitution that their State should never again go into debt. 
Some of the gas money went to improve schools for Georgia's 
school children—but even this wasn’t enough, as we realize by 
the continual crises the schools have faced since the war—cul- 
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Alarmed over the poor conditions of both 
their roads and their schools, Georgians to- 
day are ready to put up more tax money for both. They might 
not have been, if the State concealed its crises by operating on 
a deficit budget. Personally, we are anxious to have all gasoline 
and tag monies—and ‘ther tax revenue, too—poured into the high- 
way department righ. now to eliminate deathtraps on the high- 
ways. But when the time comes that you can’t get road ma- 
terials, we don't want to see our tax money lying idle in the high- 
way department's treasury while our boys grow up in ignorance 
because of unstaffed schools. We agree with State Auditor Ed 
Thrasher and with Mr. Harris: The Legislature should appropriate 
for the highway department the amount of money raised from 
gasoline and tag taxes—but don’t freeze this formula into the 
Constitution where it cannot be changed in a. crisis.

would be able to check by veto any such UN 
action as the quick challenge to the North Ko- 
rean Communist aggression. 

This confronted us with the dilemma which 
the Truman Administration resolved for dtself 
with the plan to give the General Assembly 
the legislative body, the power to act, since there 
is no veto in the Assembly. 


This is a function which, under the UN 
charter, is entirely legal procedure, f up- 
usual. Our Gevernment finally decided, for 
salvation of the UN and for cur ewn protec- 
tien and that of the ether free nations of the 
wortd, that it was time for anusual measures. 


As far gs we are concerned, too, it is grounded 
in cold and grim necessity. The North Korean 
aggression, sudden and without warning, opened 
nur eyes to the apparent new strategy of Soviet 
FRiussia, which was to strike through satellites at 
vulnerable points ‘under the disguise of “civil 
wars” or “local conflicts,’ and with no expense 
to herself. We are bearing the burden of the 
UN's Korean challenge almost alone. 

But, for obvious reasons, we can't keep on 
doing that and it is essential that other nations 
must contribute substantially in another such 
emergency, far beyond the scale of the low bits 
and pieces in Korea. For that, the international 
army embodied in the Acheson proposal would 
meet the need. 

Such ah army—-an internationa! police force, 
it was called—was authorized by the UN char- 
ter, but never has been established, mainly be- 
cause of the obstruction of Russia in protracted 
and fruitiess negotiations ever since creation of 
the world organization. 

Our plan has provoked some. hard thinking 
here, as it was designed to do. It has brought 
the free nations of the world right smack up 
against the realities. It is a challenge from us—

It is, likewise, a challenge to ve 
allies on the Big Five in the Security Council— 
Great Britain and France—on the veto principle, 
itself. Nationalist China, the other of the Big 
Five, sits figuratively now in an uncertain and 
immobilized status, challenged by Communist 
China for her seat on the Council] and with noth- 
ing but nominal authority. 

It must be remembered that all of the Big 
Five, including us, have clung up to now to the 
veto principle in the Security Council, though 
our Government suggested. modifications in its 
application long ago, about which nothing ever 
has been done. Those of us who were at San 
Francisco when the UN charter was being writ- 
ten can recall how a delegation of Senators 
rushed out there to insist on the veto and to 
warn that, without that right reserved to us, the 
UN charter could not be ratified by the Senate. 


Secretary Acheson's proposal is then, too, 
a challenge to those whe have been com- 
plaining about Russia's continual use of the 
veto te shew their sincerity now by soing 
along with his plan fer action through the 
Assembly, where no vete is possibile. 


For this proposal to act now in the Assem- 
bly without the veto—if we are consistent—must 
necessarily be only a preliminary step to going 
all the way eventually to revise the UN's execu- 
tive branch, the Security Council, so that it can 
function as it was supposed to function. That 
is the long-range situation which we must face 
if the UN is to survive. 


The Acheson proposal should stimulate those, 
including organizations and many members of 
Congress, who have been agitating for revision 
of the United Nations to strengthen it and to 
whom, up to now, the State Department has 
given littie encouragement.

The Crossing of the River Han 


WITH THE MARINES ON THE SEOUL FRONT—Not every major military operation, thank 


God, is a blood bath. 


And sometimes these quieter efforts tell more about people, have more of 


human drama, than the great crises with their cruel, simple patterns. Of such was the crossing of 
the Han River, which this reporter made with the men of Easy Company of one of the Marine bat- 


talions, with whom he marched from Inchon to Seoul. 
potentially as risky as any amphibious operation, to the final attack on Seoul. 


The crossing of the Han was the prelide, 
The prelude to the 


crossing of the Han was a bitter cold night on the hard, cold ground of Kimpo Airfield, interrupted 


by intimations of danger and disaster. 

The commander of Easy Company, Capt. Sam- 
uel Jaskilka, had been called from his brief 
sicep te be told that the regimental reconnais- 
Sance company had been cut to pieces, after 
swimming across the Han River in the dark 
night hours. In the pale. chilly dawn, with only 
this infamation on its stomach, Easy Company 
marched off to the asesmbliy area, to board the 
waiting amphibious tractors. 

The amtracs were lined up on either side of 
a road about a mile from the airfield. Capt. 
Jaskilka skillfully threaded his way through 
the inevitable muddle of any big operation and 
got his men aboard the huge. lumbering steel 
boat-vehicles. Clammy C retions were opened. 
The breakfasti.® men watched another com- 
pany of the battalion pass by, headed for the 
river, and a beardiess young Marine remarked 
in the curious, Dat, emotionless tone reserved for 
this subject by the men in the line:

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He Knew What Was In It 


Judge George B. Harris, of the Federal Court, who conducted the Harry 
Bridges trial, has written three articles in a lawyers’ trade journal in which he 


‘charges me with inaccurate, incomplete and untrue statements. 


He says they were 


made in a column about the exclusion from the trial of a letter written by 

Roosevelt to the wife of Mervyn Rathborne. Rathborne formerly was 

of the American Communications Association of the CIO. Rathborne was @ 
member of the Communist Party for years including the two weeks that he and his wife and child 
spent in the White House as Mrs. Roosevelt's guests. He later quit the party and gave testimony 
against Bridges. Mrs. Roosevelt recently took the line that associations which were innocent a 


few years ago are not innocent now. 


Judge Harris is not specific. 


He seems to base his charge 


on my observation in the article complained of that he and F. J. Donohue, of Washington, the Goy- 
ernment’s prosecuting attorney, agreed to exclude this letter from the record and the jury's notice. 


As to “collusion” the problem is inferior. The 
important question is whether my statements 
were true or false, accurate or inaccurate or in- 
complete. I wrote that both Judge Harris and 
Mr. Donohue were Democrats. They are. It is 
a fact that Mrs. Roosevelt is a great power in that 


party. 


It is a fact that one of Mr. Donehue's 
reasons for keeping the letter secret, after 
he had shown it te Judge Harris in cham- 
bers, was that Mrs. Roesevelt had denied 
writing it and he desired not to embarrass 
her. He remarked that she might have for- 
gotten that she wrote it. He was absolutely 
convinced that she did. 


The letter was not suppressed by the Govern- 
ment because of any apprehension that it would 
help the defense. On the contrary, it would 
have frustrated a defense claim that this letter 
proved that the FBI used wrongful methods to 
obtain information. 


Judge Harris wrote with clever deviousness. 
He said, “A columnist,” meaning me in this 
case, “may obtain factual information without 
any difficulty.” That is false as to this letter. 
No newspaper reporter has been able to “obtain 
factual information” as to the text of this letter 
even down to now. So the judge, fn this state- 
ment, is guilty in extreme degree of the faults 
with which he charged me. 


However, I did first obtain a correct sum- 
mary of, the facts through a medium whose 
character I am sure the judge would not ques- 
tion. Mr. Donahue has strongly acknowledged 
this man’s fine ability as a reporter. That was 
the basis of my comment. 


Judge Harris wrote that there was “an im- 
plied premise of political corruption” in my story 
and that the court and several persons were “in- 
jured.” If corruption was implied at all, it was 
so genteel and inconsequential by comparison 
with the shocking degradation of. the courts and 
the administration of justice by the Department 
of Justice since 1933 as to be beneath the notice 
of any man confident of his own honor. On this 
point I made specific inquiry of Mr. Donohue, 

Surely if he had been charged with “corrup- 
tion” in his official conduct he would feel that 
he had been “injured.” 

“Do you feel that you were injured?” I asked 
Mr. Donohue 


. 


“I do not want to get into a controversy with 
the judge,” he answered, “but I do not feel that 
I was injured.” 

Judge Harris, as I say, resorts to deviousness. 
A layman or even a lawyer might not be able 
to solve the subtlety of his remark that no “evi- 
dence was adduced to show that she was a bad 
security risk.” But I did not say any such evi- 
dence was “adduged.” He knows I did not write 
that. I said evidence to this effect was “pro- 
duced” by the trial as a whole. Not “adduced” 
but “produced.” 


The letter from Mrs. Roosevelt to the wife of 
a Communist implied beyond serious question 
that she had access to the FBI files cancerning 
Communists, The particular file was that of 
Kermit Charles Krolek, a brother-in-law of 
Rathborne. He and Rathborne married sisters. 
No person that friendly with Communists is a 
good “security risk” with FBI files on Commue 
nists or ex-Communists. In fact no unauthor- 
ized person is supposed to be allowed to see such 
files. She certainly was not an “authorized” 
person and she has been flagrantly careless, if 
not guilty, in her associations. 

Judge Harris writes: “The trial testimony did 
not establish that Mrs. Roosevelt was able to get 
her hands on any FBI files or reports relating 
to Bridges.” That is misleading. The judge 
knows no statement was made that she examined 
files on Bridges. The Krolek file was the only 
one referred to. 


“No letter suggesting that she had access to 
confidential information was offered if evidence,” 
he writes. Nor did I say it was “offered in evi- 
dence.” On the contrary, as Judge Harris knows, 
I said it was withheld. However, he fails to 
disclose the fact that he read the letter. 


The judge writes further that the defense 
attorneys asked a question about the letter but 
that the question did not imply that Mrs. Roose- 
velt had had access tq confidential information. 
Again the judge is misleading, I did not even 
discuss this defense question, much less sug- 
gest that it made any implication whatever. 

“Furthermore,” he continues, “no offer or 
proof was made by counsel for the defendant 
of any letter written by Mrs. Roosevelt.” There 
we are again. Of course no such proof was 
offered by the defense. Nor did | say they 
offered it. They couldn't get their hands ob it.

If there are any disgruntled artists whose works do not find 
themselves a place th the sun in the exhibition, there can be 
no charge of favoritism placed against the judges, who did their 
selection totally unaware of whose picture they were judging. 
Tapes covered the name of every entry. 


This was not always so. In the days before the Southeastern, 
there was only the smallest opportunity for Southern artists to 
show their work to competent judges and eventually the public, 
and that opportunity was shadowed with charges of unfairness.

The judges were entertained at dinner, say, and met the 
reigning artistx.

The next day, while the judges bent over the paintings as 
they were uncrated, they would unconsciously seek the signa- 


agreed. Most often they did not. 

This taping of names has led to some chastisement of soul 
for artists who had heretofore been winners. One fine painter 
said she had been overlooked entirely the first year her name 
was obliterated and didn’t even make the show.

It is hard to pin down how far the reawakening of interest 
in art by the layman has influenced the South, but many people 
insist it has been as general here as elsewhere. Decorators, who 
once turned to prints, floral drawings and ancestor portraits, 
mainly in appreciation of their frame or color accent, have now 
begun to urge clients to invest in one good painting and furnish 
around it. 

Artists themselves have not compromised enough with their 
inspirations to eneourage their sales in average homes. Many 
paintings in the fine art class are totally inappropriate for day- 
to-day association with a family, and the artists refuse to try to 
make them s0. 

Art for art's sake may be the eventual goal, but if painting 
is ta become a supporting career, more than museums will have 
to invest in pictures. It would seem a good idea for artists to keep 
that in mind when they choose their subjects.

About Labs 
Or Clinics — 


Many misguided indi- 
viduals ask me to recom- 
mend a “place,” a hospital 

‘ or a “clinic” for the treat- 
ment of this or that ail- 
ment. 

My advice is plain: Never 
consult a hospital, “place,” 
“clinic” or laboratory about 
a matter of personal health 
or illness. Far better to wait 
until you have grown up 
and acquired enough sense 
to consult a physician. 


After all, it is pretty silly to 
spend your money for, say, an 
X-ray picture, and then find 
you cant interpret the picture. 
Even if you take it to a physi- 
cian for a professioral or ex- 
pert opinion you are almost 
certain to be disappointed, for 
a physicien who is worthy of 
confidence will hardly accept 
the picture—if X-ray evidence 
is required the pysician will 
specify precisely what he or 
she wants and what X-ray tech- 
nician shall fill the order or 
prescription. 

It is just as foolish to go to 
a laboratory for a urinalysis, a 
blood count or other test, and 
then hand the “report” to a 
physician. If the physician is 
competent he or she will specify 
what tests are to be made and 
what laboratory or technician 
shali make them. 

Notwithstanding the plague of 
trick “specialists,” “clinics” and 
“laboratories” catering to the 
gullible public today, the prac- 
tice of medicine is still a per- 
sonal service. For the sake of 
good medical care at reasonable 
cost let’s try to keep it that way. 


Less You Say 


The Better a 
Child Hears 


By GLADYS BEVANS 

With a friend I stood looking 
at a new small-house develop- 
ment one day last Spring. There 
was a playground arrangement 
and children were using the 
equipment, their mothers near 
by. 

Everything was quite serene, 
except for one mother, who 
kept scolding -her small son, 
Tony, because he was tobogan- 
ning down the “slide” in_ his 
best coat. She'd reprimand him 
sharply and he'd desist for a 
few minutes; then the lure 


would prove too great and up 
he'd climb again. This repeti- 
tion continued until she slapped 
him, upon which he transferred 
his allegiance to the sand box, 
Some child emptied a pail of 
water into the sand and Tony 
managed to get his best coat 
wet. How his mother did talk! 
But Tony was unperturbed. 


Another mother with a three- 
and-a-~half-year-old daughter 
and an 18-month-old son, sat 
quietly knitting while her chil- 
dren played. She only spoke 
when they seemed in danger, 

but when she did speak they 
followed instructions without 
fuss. I couldn’t help thinking: 
the less you say the better they 
hear. 


It's easy to talk too much. 
Of course, a great deal of con- 
versation is inevitable, I sup- 
pose, in order to teach our 
children what we want them to 
do and how to do it: but it is 
futile to run on and on un- 
necessarily. Take Tony, he was, 
I understand, quite used to be- 
ing endlessly scolded: and ‘so 
he'd simply become “mother 
deaf,” and learned to be quite 
calm under most circumstances. 
Of course it was up to his 
mother to dress him properly 
for play. 

It's easy for a mother to be- 
come tired and irritable over 
carelessness and boisterousness 
and forgetfulness in her chil- 
dren, and talk. But it’s a waste 
of energy to scold and nag enéd- 
lessiy: also children become 
confused over the relative im- 
r portance of their misdemeanors. 

These are times when we 
need to tal kto impress things 
upon our children. Let us keep 
our heavy artillery for those 
times. 

Try the following: 

Don't blame your child when 
the fault lies elsewhere. 

Do as little talking as possi- 
ble to gain your point when he 
is to blame. 

Don't make an issue of small 
matters.
